SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Farmers Daughters/Schoolgirl Tricks, is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

This is because it promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes. This activity falls under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. This is a deeming provision and is therefore 
inconsistent with and overrides the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 1 . 

The video recording contains two components. In Schoolgirl Tricks schoolgirls are 
presented in protracted sex scenes engaged with adult males, while in one segment of 
Farmers Daughters a woman dresses and acts like a child while engaging in sex with 
adults. The youthfulness of the participants is the focus of the video recording, and this 
is presented for sexual arousal. This arousing imagery is considered to be exploitative 
of children and young persons, treating them as viable sexual partners, acceptable to 
pursue, and as sexual stimulus for adults to use.
